The top of Roraima, perhaps th« 


most remarkable 
mountain in th< 


world, has at last been reacfcedsby Mi. 
Eveiard F im Thurn, who wasrVeent to 
South America last October by three ol 
the loading societies of Great Britain to 
study the famous mountain and iti 
wonderful surroundings, and to learn 
if its summit w&3 really Inaccessible, 
us othei travelers had reported. A 
telegiam from lum announcing that ha 
had leaohed tho top has Just oeea re- 
ceived in England 


Humboldt onoe said that no rock 


sixteen hundred feet in perpendlcnlai 
height had been found in the Swisii 
Alps. Roraima lifts above its sloping

' lie capacitv to collect and arrange 


t xcts is a book-keeper s function, but 
the abihtv to see through the confusing 
mass of details and trace the operation 
ot a governing principle, requires an 
intduue icgard foi facts and their 
causes possessed in a large measure 
hitherto by only a few men. If this 
malysis be a true one, it will appear 
il stmctlv how it is that qualities al- 
most diametrically opposed to each 
o'lier are necessary for the equipment 
ot au economist of the first rank. On 
the one hand, he must have the power 
ol close, sustained and logical reason- 
ing on the other, he must have a most 
thoroughly practical spirit, without 
vxgaiies and nonsense 
The former 


ho gains chiefly by his academic tram- 
ing the latter by general maturity and 
aiTmtuitive or practical knowledge of 
tbe woiltl of business. In short, he 
must 1)0 at once a (so-called) "doctrm- 
aiu 
aud a "practical man" To bo 


without one sot of these faculties is to 
seriously and fatallv pievent any great 
usefulness 
A purely "practical man," 


without the logical ttaiuing, can no 
more achieve economic success than a

Mills running specialties arc to bo gov- 


erned by special contract, Independent of 
this agreement. The price for working 
mild steel shall be ten per cent, less than 
for 
Iron, excepting bheets under the 


twenty gauge, which will rate the same 
ns iron. The first table following pro- 
poses a five-dollar rate of puddling, based 
on a two and a half cent card rate. This 
suggests a reduction of nine per cent., but 
a careful study of the clauses show that 
a f'ir more sweeping redaction is con- 
templated.

wages is not to stop at five dollars, but to 
rot,Untie in proportion to the reduction 
m the card rate.

I 
don't know the man, and have never seen 
him since. I came from America Christ- 
mas eve by the Oregon and stopped at 
Liverpool over night.
